He was coltish- 
ly clumsy during the high jump, and at the end of 
one night and five events Irving Mondschein, the 
former champion, was 89 points ahead. But on the 
second night it was all Mathias. Performing under 
the heaviest possible pressure, he bettered his own 
previous standards in four of the last five events and 
finished an easy winner (next two pages). It was a 
big night for Tulare and for California’s Governor 
Warren (p. 30), who had come down from Sacra- 
mento to root for the state’s new wonder boy. Last 
week Tulare was probably the only city in the U.S.

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ITS CONSCIENCE IS AT WORK AND ITS HABITS ARE CHANGING 


Just about the best and biggest news in 
the U.S. is to be found in the South. 

The news is that the South is waking up 
and going places. 

This of course has been previously an- 
nounced, usually with reference to such 
things as new factories, paved roads and bet- 
ter farming. We are happy to report contin- 
uing progress in the athens economy. 
However we have in mind something of even 
more significance to the rest of the U.S. 
ficant also to the 
world at large. We speak of a change in hu- 
man attitudes, in the spirit of the South. 

So slowly and quietly that millions of 
Southerners hardly know what is happening, 
the South is acquiring a social conscience. it 
is beginning to worry about itself, and to do 
something about the things that make it 
worry. And inevitably, as conscience grows, 
the patterns of Southern thought and life 
begin to change. 

The change is slowest, yet most apparent, 
in the kind of life open to the Southern 
Negro and in the relationships between white 
Southerners and black Southerners. Many 
of our readers, seeing the picture at upper 
left or noting that the Klan has been rais- 
ing hell in Alabama, may suppose that we 
are making up pretty words. We are not: 
the lot of the Southern Negro is steadily im- 
proving, and so is the attitude of Southern 
whites toward the Negro. 

At this point we pause to spell out some 
elemental facts.,We don’t like the facts and 
consider them to be morally indefensible. 
But this view does not remove the facts. The 
evolution of the South cannot be under- 
stood unless they are understood. 

Most Southern whites live and die in the 
certainty that they are fundamentally dif- 
ferent from and better than Negroes. Ge- 
netically absurd though it is, the certainty 
still exists and will continue to exist for a 
long time. This being a fact, segregation is 
a fact in the South. Itis also a fact elsewhere, 
but nowhere else in the do the idea and 
practice of segregation so completely condi- 
tion the whole of Especially the idea— 
black and white residential areas are actual- 
ly more intermingled in the South than they 
are in the North, yet whites living across the 
street from Negroes would riot rather than 
share the same roof. It is to the credit of the 
South that segregation is nevertheless not 
an absolute and freezing fact. Its rigors can 
be and are being eased. Its boundaries can be 
and are being narrowed. Changes in racial 
relationships are possible in the South, but 
they must be the slow changes of evolution 
rather than the spectacular, overnight 
changes of sudden revolution. 

Here we speak of what the South calls 
“social” segregation—'n housing, churches, 
entertainment, etc. In this area the im- 
provement is mostly in the number and 
quality of faciliti 
Negro use only. Beyor 
lies a large economic and political area where 
white resistance crumbles with astonishing 
speed when the issue is prudently joined. It 


is in this field that the changes of deepest 
significance are occurring. Many of them 
do not enthuse stereotyped, all-or-nothing 
“liberals,” and practically all of them infu- 
riate the Communists, who are trying hard 
but without much luck to horn in on the 
Southern show. 

Economic segregation has not ended, but 
it is in process of ending. “Quality” stores 
where once no Negro could enter now wel- 
come Negro customers and often blink at 
their luxury buying. Thousands of white 
and Negro industrial workers belong to the 
same unions, attend the same meetings, vote 
in common for white and Negro officers. 
send mixed and sometimes all-Negro com- 
mittees to deal with white management 
The unions and memberships aff 
this miracle are still in the minority, and 
“mixing” is limited strictly to the business 
of the unions, But unions where it occurs are 
no longer exceptional nor even subjects of 
great remark, 

Politically the huge new fact in the South 
is that the Negro has a free vote. The South 
did not give it to him and in many places 
still tries to deny it to him. But legally he 
has it, thanks to the U.S. Supreme Court, 
and gradually he is beginning to use it. Here 
and there in the South white and Negro 
leaders are beginning to discuss, separately 
and together, the prospect that Negro can- 
didates will be standing for local offices on 
interracial tickets—Democratic _ tickets— 
within the near future. 

Education is in a sort of black-and-white 
zone between total segregation and incipi- 
ent fusion, Southerners are being told by 
their awakening conscience and by the Fed- 
eral courts that white and Negro students 
are entitled to equal schooling. They ar 
also confronting the fact that the S 
just doesn’t have enough money to create 
enough separate and adequate schools for 
Negroes only. The first result is the reluc- 
tant admission of Negroes to state univer- 
sities, An inevitable result in the long run 
will be at least a partial breakdown of racia 
barriers at lower ney eli 

Many Southerners resist these trends. 
They have hardly appeared in many parts 
of the South, capecially the rural South. But 
they are appearing. Already many thou- 
sands of Southern Negroes enjoy amenities 
and opportunities that were inconceivable 
20 years ago and barely credible 10 years 
ago. Many, many thousands of whites are 
Jearning that their own lives brighten with 
the climate of all Southern life. In the words 
of a Southern Negro editor with whom we 
recently discussed these matters, the South 
is learning, among other things, that you 
can’t sustain democracy in the world and 
push black men off the sidewalk. 

The South’s racial problem is a national 
problem, and the solutions are of national 
interest. Southerners should be a little less 
resentful when “outsiders” express interest 
and concern. Northerners should salute the 
efforts of all the Southerners, white and 
black, who are making a new South. 


CANDY AND SOCIALISM 


ATTLEE CRINGES AS CLOWN BUSSES HIS PATE 


BRITAIN’S PLANNERS LEARN THAT THEY CAN'T PLAN PEOPLE 


FULL DURING SHORT ERA OF PLENTY A BRITISH BOY STARES AT CANDY HEAVEN 


Great Britain is in trouble again, and the 
story of candy explains a lot of what’s wrong. 
As the pictures above and to the left show, 
candy typifies for Britons all the things that 
they long did without, worked hard to get 
and had just within reach when something 
went haywire. Last April a generation of 
British children who had never had enough 
candy wallowed in it after their austere 
Labor government derationed “sweets” and 
said everybody could have all they wanted 
to buy. Then came the blow: after a glori- 
ous candy spree the shops ran out of candy 
and Britons still cannot get enough. What 
happened? Essentially this: the government 
continued to control candy prices and limit 
the amounts of sugar, chocolate, ete., that 
go into candy. Manufacturers found that 
they couldn’t make all the candy that the 
public wanted, and that even if they could, 
they and their retailers didn’t earn enough 
profit to make the effort worthwhile. Simul- 
taneously the planners discovered that they 
couldn’t plan human appetites, which failed 
to “level off” as the government expected. 
People stubbornly refused to be sated and 
continued to buy candy in quantities which 
appalled the masterminds of Whitehall. De- 
mand’ stayed up, supplies went down, and 
to all effects candy is nearly as scarce as ever. 
So are many other things in Britain. Buy- 
ing power stifled by rationing and control 
of some commodities goes wild when other 


goods are available, general prices soar, and 
the total cost of living pinches Britons as 
never before. At the same time postwar mar- 
kets for British exports shrink, and it is 
harder and harder for Britain to earn enough 
to pay for its imports. After all its work and 
sacrifice and despite all the U.S. aid it has 
received, the country is on the verge of anew 
economic Prime Minister Clement 
Aulee, who got into the picture news when 
an American clown kissed his balding head 
at an ice show (lower left), and Sir Stafford 
Cripps ought to draw a lesson from all this. 
But they don’t. All that the story of candy 
seems to mean to them is that Britain must 
pull its belt still tighter and clamp down still 
harder on competitive trade in order to con- 
serve its resources. A lot of others, including 
U.S. officials of ECA, draw an opposite 
moral: that Britain must loosen up its think- 
ing and take more competitive risks for its 
own good and the good of Western Europe. 
Cripps’s refusal to do so—because, as he sin- 
cerely believes, Britain just can’t afford the 
‘s—precipitated a warm debate between 
him and ECA’s Averell Harriman in Paris 
last week. Cripps retreated a little way from 
his peak of total caution. But his general at- 
titude of austerity continued to prevail. It 
inspired Conservative M.P. Robert Booth- 
by, growling at Britain’s socialized health 
system to crack that he foresaw “‘an endless 
vista of free false teeth with nothing to bite.”

MAJOR GENERAL CHENNAULT 


In China last week Communist Dictator Mao Tse-tung shattered an illusion 
long cherished by many an American—the illusion that China’s Communists 
are “different.” Said Mao, “We belong to the anti-imperialist front headed by 
the USS.R. ... Neutrality is a camouflage.” One American who has long recog- 
nized the truth of Mao's words is Major General Claire L. Chennault, wartime 
leader of the Flying Tigers. Recently before a congressional committee he pro- 
posed an American program which might at last deal realistically with the grow: 
ing tragedy of Communist conquest in China. This article explains his program. 


N the spring of 1948 at Washington, I testified before the House For AL 

fairs Committee on the situation in the Far East. In the unbroken series of 
disasters which have unrolled since then, practically everything I predicted 
has come to pass. It is not my purpose now to be justified as prophet of disas- 
ter, but recognizing the errors of the past may help shape the decisions we make 
now for future constructive action. 

The best part of China has been lost already by an American policy of pas- 
sivity. If we do not act soon the Chinese Communist government will be on 
the borders of Indo-China, Thailand and Burma, In Indo-China the Moscow- 
trained leader, Ho Chi Minh, has already established his Communist regime. 
The French have been powerless to suppress him. With support from across 
the Chinese border, it is mathematically certain that Ho Chi Minh will extend 
his rule to include most or all of Indo-China. Thus Thailand will be surrounded 
on two sides, and will fall. Malaya may be expected to follow. The fate of dis- 
ordered Burma, where there is also a powerful Communist movement, will cer- 
tainly be sealed, And the rich islands of Indonesia will also find their way into 
these new provinces of the Soviet Union’s new Asiatic empire. 

It is optimistic nonsense to suppose that with all of Asia in Communist hands 
Japan and the Philippines will remain peacefully on our side. Japan is virtual- 
ly entirely dependent on trade with Asia for her continued existence. It was 
this very dependence that drove the Japanese militarists into their attempt 
to found the so-called Greater East Asia Co-Prosperity Sphere. With Asia in the 
grip of Communism, there can be only two futures for Japan. Either the U.S. 
will transform Japan into a colony, at once spending vast sums to feed her peo- 
ple and stopping at nothing to repress their impulses toward independence, or 
Japan will ultimately join.the parade and come under Communist rule like the 
rest of Asia. I cannot imagine my country in the role of ruthless imperi: 
And so I foresee a Communist Japan at the end of the easy road we are now so 
comfortably following. 

Ido not say that all these disasters are to happen at once. It will take many 
months for the Chinese Communists to establish mastery of all of China, even 
if this country extends no helping hand to the anti-Communist forces. It will 
take perhaps several years before the whole process can work itself out. But we 
are fools to think that with the Pacific imperiled, the U.S. will be safe. What 
is at stake here is simply the security of this country. When national security 
is at stake, economic factors should not weigh too heavily. But the strategic 
raw materials of this vast region will be denied to us. And our Far Eastern mar- 
kets will either be closed to us, or perhaps we may be allowed a carefully con- 
trolled trade, limited to supplying an implacable enemy with the means of mod- 
ern warfare, with arms to be thrown back at us and our children—as the scrap 
we so obligingly furnished to Japan was thrown back at us at Pearl Harbor. 

In the face of these facts it is my fundamental premise that the U.S. cannot 
afford to allow Communism to sweep Asia. Regardless of the cost, we must take 
effective positive action now to see that its present advance is halted. The alter- 
native cannot be faced. A fully Sovietized Asia and western Pacific would rep- 
resent a disturbance of the present precarious balance of strength between the 
Western and the Eastern worlds so decisive that the effect would be to precipi- 
tate almost immediately a world conflict which might well destroy civilization. 
In the face of such a situation we would have no choice of action and policy ex- 
cept the instinctive reactions of survival. Today we still have a limited choice, 
we still have time to decide on and execute a policy of positive action which 
may yet avert the ultimate catastrophe. 


The fallacy of “Chinese absorption” 


T theory that the Chinese Communists may some day break with Moscow 
is at least interesting enough to be worth discussing. I cannot say the same 
for the even more prevalent theory that the Chinese Communists “never can 
organize China,” will be “absorbed” by the Chinese, and so on. Since the time 
of Christ, China has been ruthlessly “organized,” just to name the high spots, 
by the first and second Han dynasties, the Tang dynasty, the Sung dynasty,

the Yuan dynasty, the Ming dynasty and the Manchu dynasty. Every one of 
these great ruling systems eventually decayed under the corrupting influence 
of absolute power. That is what is meant by Chinese absorption, The average 
period before full decay set in was about 200 years each, In 200 years we won't 
be here to benefit by what happens to the Chinese Communists, who have more 
resources for organizing the Chinese—in arms, in transport, communication 
and experience with modern police-state techniques—than any of their impe- 
rial predecessors. The “morass” theory will not work when applied to a con- 
queror with modern techniques of coercion. Theoretically Russia was to be the 
morass that would destroy Hitler, but enormous outside efforts had to be made 
by Russia’s allies before the morass could be made to stop Hitler. 

The question is whether there is anything we can still do. My answer to this 
is emphatically, ‘Yes.” There is a great deal that we can do and much that 
we an work with, Some defeatists didn’t believe that the Flying Tigers had 
a chanze against the Japanese in 1941, 


Communism is foreign domination 


'HE Chinese do not like Communism. It is opposed to their deepest traditions 

and threatens the values that they have been brought up to revere most. They 
recognize and hate it as a form of foreign domination. Given a chance they will 
fight it and fight it valiantly. 

Opposition to the Communists has been coming increasingly and is now pre- 
dominantly from provincial and other local leaders. These local regimes vary 
in their effectiveness, strength and the enlightenment of their government. 
Where they are effective, however, there is genuine popular support for resist- 
ance to Communist conquest. 

The key to future effective resistance is west and south China, A vast belt 
of land, about a third of the Chinese nation, and 150 million people still remain 
outside the Iron Curtain. That tremendous area encompassing nine provinces 
is shown on the map opposite, and three of its leaders in the small pictures be- 
low, This area is substantially what was Free China during the war against the 
Japanese. It is a base adequate to liberate all China in the end. These people 
are willing, indeed anxious, to fight if provided with the minimum of aid. 

For supplies there are still available vast stock piles of arms and material ly- 
ing in the Philippines and Pacific bases. With these a new Chinese resistance 
may yet be armed. We cannot justify our failure to defend our most vital de- 
fensive positions on the grounds that there is nothing with which we can fight. 
The thing lacking in China is a reasonable hope of defensive victory to give the 


y future program of aid to China our problem will simply be to see to 
it that there is adequate supervision by our own men to make sure that we get 
what we are paying for. The Chinese will not resent this or refuse to cooperate. 
I must emphasize that these areas of resistance must be such both in the mi 
tary sense and in the sense that they offer ideological resistance and competi- 
tion to Communism, They must be sufficiently progressive and enlightened 
both politically and economically that the people of China and of all Asia can 
have living proof that democracy can meet their material, political and spiri- 
tual aspirations better than can Communism. We must insist that the neces- 
sary policies and reforms are carried out to make certain that this will be true. 

I know what I do not know. I do not venture to figure the cost of this nec- 
essary defensive reconstruction and ideological work in that part of China we 
can still save from the military conquest. I do venture to think I know what 
it would cost to hold the yet unconquered part of China against military con- 
quest by the Communists until events are clearer as to the general course of our 
world strugele with Communism and a more permanent Far Eastern policy. 

I appreciate my limitations: I am only a soldier. But I do say to those who 
thus criticize me that they do not understand their own limitations. When you 
are trying to defend liberty against conquerors, particularly in Asia, there is no 
avoiding the necessity of using affirmative force. No conqueror from Genghis 
Khan to Napoleon to Hitler ever just burned out or stuck in a morass or was 
stopped by ideas alone. In addition to the imponderable operation of the forces 
of what we call truth, somebody just had to break him. And all kinds of abil- 
ities are needed to stop this most cunning conqueror of all time. 

We can only protect our nation’s security in this crisis by taking positive and 
decisive action. There is no time to be lost in developing and implementing a 
program for action. We have today in China a highly fluid situation in which 
there is still room to maneuver, in which we can act to our advantage. That 
will not be true for very long. We cannot afford to wait “for the dust to set- 
tle.” If we wait for that, the dust of a supreme disaster will have settled on us.

GRASSHOPPER PLAGUE 


Western farmers fight worst invasion since 1940 


As the summer warmed their eggs, billions of grasshoppers hatched 
and began to devour crops and range grasses. The plague was the worst 
since 1940; swarms appeared from Illinois to California. In the hardest 
hit areas—the ranges of Nevada and Wyoming where the grasshopper 
count was as high as 300 per square yard—ranchers and farmers fought 
them on foot and in airplanes, spreading tons of poisoned bran.

High in the Berkshire Hills the scientists of General Electric Co. are pro- 
ducing the most powerful lightning ever created by man. Their labora- 
tory, completed late last month at Pittsfield, Mass., is a gigantic steel hall, 
dark as night and acrid with the odor of scorched air. Their main instru-

Squat Yogi Berra, Yankee catcher, has been known 
to hit wild pitches for home runs. He has also hit

0: day recently Lawrence (“Yogi”) Berra, the New York Yankee 


catcher and one of the main reasons the team is in first place in the 

American League today, was so eager to take his turn at bat that he 
rgot to take off his shin guards. Since the shin guards weigh a pound 
each and add considerable bulk around the knees, and since Yogi 
normally knock-kneed anyway, this could have resulte din a calami 
Yogi had been called on to run out a close play at first. The entire Yankee 
team yelled at him, frantically pointing out the oversight, and when he 
returned to the dugout he was the object of a lot of amazement and kid- 
ding. “That’s nothin’,” Yogi said calmly. “You should of seen me in Nor- 
folk. One time I was so anxious to start catchin’ that I went behind the 
bat without my mask o1 
ar-old Yogi is the most “anxious” player in the major 
t the bat he is so eager to get a hit that he seldom if ever 
waits for what baseball players call a fat pitch. If the ball comes any- 
where near the plate, high inside or out, Yogi is inclined to 
Sometimes he twists his squat body into such queer positions 
that he is practically facing sideways. He is the only batter in baseball 
who regularly hits line drives—not slices or hooks—over the dugouts, 
hich are halfway between home plate and first or third base. None of 
his followers would be a bit surprised if someday he turned completely 
around, caught the pitch from behind and rifled it right over the stands 
directly back of the plate. 

The strange thing is that Yogi is one of the most fearful hitters in the 
leagues. His batting average at the end of June was .276, which is just 
fair. But all season long he has been approaching the ball as if he intended 
to beat it to death, and as a result he has hit for a total of 105 bases and has 
batted in 52 runs. If he keeps up that pace he will have 118 runs batted 
in at the end of the season and will lead the rest of the big-league catchers 
hands down. Opposing pitchers have no idea what to do about him, and 
are inclined to get highly nervous every time he comes up to bat. Ev 
when they intentionally walk him, deliberately tossing the ball a 
wide of the plate, they have the uncomfortable feeling that he could just 
as easily lunge out and slam the ball into the right-field bleachers, At 
other times, when they are pitching to him and trying to get him out, 
they simply throw the ball, pray 
and get ready to duck 

Not long ago Bobby Brown, the 
young medical student who plays 
third base for the Yankees, followed 
Yogi to the plate. While he waited 
Yogi missed two strikes, fouled off 
thementire pitches and wound up 
sending a line drive screaming into 
left center field for a double. By the 
time Brown got to the plate he 
found the opposing paithariGav 
state bordering on prostration. “I 
swear to my mother,” the catcher 
was saying, “at least three of them 
pitches if he hadn't hit them they 
would of hit him. One was straight 
at his ankle. One was aiming at his 
stomach. One of them, if he hadn’t 
brushed it away with his bat, it would of taken his head off right at the 
neck. Right at the neck.” Brown, a thoughtful young man who is currently 
applying his talents to the analysis of baseball, thereupon coined the best 
description yet offered of Yogi Berra at the plate. Mindful of the fact that 
the zone in which umpires are supposed to call strikes extends vertically 
from the batter’s knees to his shoulders, and horizontally across the 17 
inches of the plate, Brown told his teammates, “Yogi has the biggest 
strike zone in the U.S. It goes from his ankles to his nose, and from his 
breastbone as far out as he can reach.” This is almost literally true. Yogi 
can use his bat like a golfer blasting the ball out of a sand trap, like a trafhe

All-American dream of the lithe, long-limbed and handsome 
athlete, Yogi looks as out of place as a tractor in a Cadillac plant. 
His appearance, indeed, almost ended his career before it had really 
started. The Yankees signed him up when he was 18, sight unseen, 
and sent him to their Norfolk farm club for seasoning. He played 
there in 1943 before entering the Navy and once performed the al- 
most incredible feat of batting in 21 runs in two days. When he got 
out of the Navy in 1946 the Yankee management decided to give 
hima chance with the Newark Bears, in the Class AAA, or top-rank- 
ing minors. They made the decision without any special enthusi- 
asm, however, and nobody bothered to notify the Newark team, 
By chance he caught up with the club in Rochester on the same day 
that Walter Dubiel, a promising pitcher who is now with the Chi- 
cago Cubs, was reporting for duty. When the Newark players got 
back to their hotel after the game they found Dubiel, whom they 
had been expecting and were prepared to greet with open arms, 
and Yogi—who looked like a young fellow whom Dubiel might have 
hired to carry his luggage.

The team was 
playing a crowded and important schedule on the road and had a 
couple of good catchers anyway, and for the remaining 10 days of 
the trip Yogi sat unhappily on the bench, not even getting a chance 
to take part in batting practice. At any moment he expected to be 
shipped off to exile in one of the whistle-stop leagues. Then the team 
returned to Newark and there was a little more time to examine the 
rookies. Yogi broke into batting practice and amazed everybody 
by promptly belting one of the first pe es over the light towers. It 
turned out that he could perform this feat with regularity aad the 
Newark manager, who loved a long-ball hitter, hustled him into the 
lineup. He remained there from that day until the Yankees called 
him up to the majors. Nobody could figure out how he got his hits, 
because at that time he was even more partial to cutting at bad 
balls than he is today, but he got them—with such consistency that 
other players, who know from experience how hard it is to get what 
they call the “good wood” on a well-pitched ball even when it is 
right over the plate, often became discouraged and morose. 

‘Off the field as well as on, Yogi is completely unpredictable. He 
grew up in the Italian “Hill” section of St. Louis, one of the five 
children of a brickyard laborer, and he knew from the start that he 
was destined to make his mark as an athlete if at all, He vastly pre- 
ferred baseball to formal education and left school after the eighth 
grade to concentrate on his hitting. Even today he has only pity 
for people who clutter their brains with such unnecessary and friv- 
olous matters as literature and the sciences, not to mention gram- 
mar and orthography. Some of the sports writers, noting that he 
assumes a puzzled expression whenever the conversation turns too 
far away from baseball, have propagated the legend that Yogi is 
the Ring Lardner type of ballplayer, with the bone and muscle 
structure reaching its highest development between the ears. When 
he was hit in the skull in batting practice in Detroit this year and 
carried off to a hospital for examination one of the reporters revived 
an old baseball joke (last applied to Dizzy Dean) and wrote, “X-ray 
pictures of Yogi’s head showed nothing.” 


Greer Garson is better than Trigger 


HE sports writers have been quite unfair, It is true that Yogi’s 

artistic tastes run to comic books and movies. (Although it is 
not true, as has been written, that he likes Roy Rogers films because 
the horse Trigger is “so intelligent.” Yogi’s favorite star, like that 
of many college professors, is Greer Garson.) It is also true that Yogi 
sometimes has trouble remembering how to spell the name of the 
street (Gerard) on which he lives in The Bronx. But this is a matter 
of choice; Yogi prefers to keep his head clear of extraneous matters 
so that he can devote all his attention to batting averages and the

This sunlit coastal plain, stretching from the mountains to the sea (oppo- 
site page), seems to many millions the best place in the world to live. New 
residents pour in at the rate of 95,000 a year, most of them in search of 
the indoor-outdoor rancho type of easy living shown at right. They have 
swelled the scores of separate communities which lie within or adjacent 
to the city’s 453 square miles until they merge into a vast carpet of homes 

Because Los Angeles grew up during the age of the automobile, it never 
developed more than a rickety caricature of a public transportation sys- 
tem, The Angeleno who has no car is as helpless as an upside-down turtle; 
as a result there is one car for every 2.6 citizens, a national record. More 
than a million cars. ever on the move, clog even the broadest streets yet 
built. The special nature of Los Angeles’ traffic problem and its special ur- 
gency arise from the fact that Los Angeles is a decade or so ahead of other 
cities in its automotive culture. In its mighty efforts to solve its traffic 
problem, the citizens of many other U.S. cities may see their own future.

On one occasion recently, at Mrs. Mize Peters’, they solemn- 
ly rose in a body on a prearranged signal as Mrs. Truman entered, bowed 
stiffly from the waist and intoned in unison, “Welcome home, Madam 
President!” The response to this formal greeting was exactly what The 
Girls expected. 

“Oh, sit down! Sit down! You all make me so mad!” said the First Lady. 

The Tuesday ladies noted with approval that neither Washington pro- 
tocol nor the nation’s surprising endorsement of her husband in Novem- 
ber’s elections had succeeded in changing Bess Truman one bit. They 
promptly proceeded to make her feel right at home again by calling her 
“Bess” in the very next breath. 

On Mrs. Truman’s invitation three years ago, the Tuesday Bridge Club 
converged on the White House for a much publicized weekend. Mrs. Tru- 
man kept her visitors so busy they had little time for bridge. They posed 
for photographers on the White House lawn, swam in the White House 
pool, went to the circus and took a trip down the Potomac on the presiden- 
tial yacht Williamsburg.

You know, 
it must be pretty lonesome for her there, so far from Independence 
and all her old friends.” 

Councilman Noel’s remark eat why people who meet Mrs. 
Truman for the first time in official Washington find her poker- 
faced and almost monosyllabic, in sharp contrast to her daughter 
Margaret, who chats freely and easily, just like her father. They 
note Mrs. Truman’s cold and appraising blue eyes, her firm but 
final handshake, and they come away with the impression that she 
is performing all the difficult duties of White House hostess to the 
letter, but that she is certainly not enjoying them, This impression 
is correct. Mrs. Truman did not want to leave Independence in the 
first place, back in 1935, when her husband was first elected to the 
Senate. On one of her early trips home to Independence she admit- 
ted that she had hated leaving because she “feared the coldness of 
an eastern city.” Over a period of 10 years as a senator's lady she 
did not grow any less homesick. 

As a senator’s wife Bess Truman cooked and kept house without 
a maid in a five-room apartment on Connecticut Avenue. She also 
served as secretary in her husband's office (at $4,500 a year), ad- 
vised him on his reports and speeches and attended lunches with 
the other senators’ wives. These lunches she found less stimulating 
than the all-afternoon sessions of the Tuesday Bridge Club back in 
Independence. Later, when Harry Truman became Vice President 
in 1945, she was invited to preside over these Senate ladies’ lunch- 
eons, but instead she stopped going altogether because, she con- 
fided to a friend, “They bore me.” 

To escape that kind of boredom, Mrs. Truman manages to get 
back to Independence each year in time to join the bridge ladies on 
their annual June pienic to Basswood Lake in Platte County. On 
these outings Mrs. entian likes to sit out a hand or two of bn 
in order to fish all by herself for bass and catfish.

When Bess comes home 


VERYONE in Independence knows when Bess is comin 
town. They know because someone tells them that Mrs. 
lace, the one who is the wife of Mrs. Truman’s brother George, has 
just been over to the big houge on North Delaware Street to run 
up the blinds and turn down the beds. They know because Roger 
Sermon, who has been the town’s grocer as well as its mayor for 25 
years, told someone that the other Mrs. Wallace, the one who is the 
wife of Mrs. Truman’s brother Frank, put in an order that very 
morning to be delivered to the summer White House.

She is 
not at all interested in how she will look, but in whether Vietta has 
stowed all the parcels away and whether her mother has been proper- 
ly seated for the short ride up the hill to their home. Next morning 
the U.S. flag goes up on the lawn of No. 219 North Delaware Street. 
No. 219 North Delaware was an Independence show place long 
before it became what Missourians are amused to call “the Hyde 
Park of the Middle West.” It has reached its present status as the 
home of the President through matrilineal descent and is known 
in Independence not as Harry Truman’s or even as Bess Wallace’s 
house, but as “the Gates Victorian Mansion,” after George Porter- 
field Gates, Bess Truman’s mother’s father. It is a large, three-story, 
white clapboard house with wide verandas, an abundance of lacy 
wooden fretwork, gingerbread gables and stained-glass bays. 
George Porterfield Gates brought his family out to Independ- 
ence from Lunenburg, Vt. in 1865, just after the Civil War, and was 
soon doing well with Queen of the Pantry Flour, advertised as mak- 
ing “the best hot biscuits in the world.” Independence tradition has 
it that one of Gates’s three daughters, Madge, Myra and Maude, 
was the model for the flour’s trademark, an elegant lady wearing 
a bustle dress of the 1880s. Of the three, Madge Gates, Bess Tru- 
man’s mother, is always spoken of in Independence as “the queen- 
liest woman the town ever produced.” Bess’s father was a South- 
erner, David Willoch Wallace, son of the town’s mayor, deputy 
customs collector of Jackson County and “the handsomest man in 
town.” After their marriage they lived in a house only two blocks 
north of the Gates Mansion on North Delaware. David Wallace died 
in 1903, after they had had three children—Bess, Frank and George 
—and a fourth child, Fred, was on the way. Madge Gates Wallace 
then moved back with her children to the Gates Mansion, which 
was big enough to accommodate three generations comfortably. 
The Gates Mansion has 17 big rooms, with a wide center hall and 
a dark walnut stairway. The hall is flanked on the right by a large 
old-fashioned parlor with a stained-glass bay and a marble-mantled 
fireplace. On the left is the music room, where Harry Truman once

did much of his courting and Margaret often sings. (She will be 
spending this summer in New York, preparing for her fall concerts.) 
Across the back of the house is a huge dining room whose antique 
mahogany table can be extended to seat 30 people, or just about all 
the close kin of both the Wallace and Truman families. No table 
could seat all the family connections in and around Independence, 
for as President Truman once said, “I guess I'm related to just 
about everybody in this town. And those I’m not kin to, Bess is.” 

Harry Truman first met Bess Wallace in the basement of the First 
Presbyterian Church on the corner of Maple Avenue and Pleasant 
Street. That was in 1890, and they were both attending kindergar- 
ten. The Truman family had just moved to Independence from their 
600-acre farm at Grandview, 12 miles below Kansas City, so that 
Harry and his younger brother Vivian could go to school. Harry’s 
father was a more or less successful mule trader who worked for a 
time in an Independence grocery, and the Trumans were far from 
well-to-do. Nevertheless they belonged to what neighboring Kan- 
sas Citians today refer to, somewhat slightingly, as “catfish aris- 
tocracy.” They were all proud Southerners, originally from Shelby 
County, Ky., and among Harry Truman's ancestors were quite a 
few Old Settlers, not to mention judges, colonels and even generals. 

Old ladies in Independence love to tell how little Harry Truman, 
who was a Baptist, started going to the Presbyterian Sunday school 
because, at the age of 6, he fell in love with Bess Wallace, aged 5. 
A less romantic version of this event, widely credited in Independ- 
ence, is that the Presbyterian kindergarten and Sunday school just 
happened to be much closer than his own Baptist Sunday school to 
Harry’s home on South Crysler Street, across the Missouri Pacific 
tracks from Bess Wallace’s home. 


From kindergarten to high school 


FTER kindergarten Harry Truman saw very little of Bess Wal- 
lace except at Sunday school until 1897, when His family 
moved to the other side of town, on River Boulevard and West 
Waldo Avenue, which was only two blocks from the Wallace home 
(map, p. 90). Had Bess Wallace seen much of Harry Truman in the 
eight years between kindergarten and high school, she probably 
would not have been particularly attracted to him anyway. 

Harry Truman, some of his Independence contemporaries say, 
was a studious little boy whose nearsightedness and thick-lensed 
glasses kept him from playing games. Bess Wallace, her Independ- 
ence contemporaries say, was “pretty much of a tomboy.” Among 
her early accomplishments was the ability to whistle through her 
teeth, play tennis and baseball as well as most boys of her age and 
ice skate better than anyone else on Bryant Pond, 

After she entered high school Bess Wallace started tying her 
long, wavy blond hair back with a big blue hair ribbon and actin, 
like a grownup young lady, Harry Truman began walking Bess Wal- 
lace home from school and carrying her books. It was not much of 
a walk, only one or two blocks. And besides, the granddaughter of 
Miller Gates had plenty of other beaux who called on Sunday after- 
noons for watermelon feasts or to go riding with Bess and her 
brothers in the family surrey drawn by Black Prince. 

Harry Truman, the seldom attended these early Independ- 
ence Sunday gatherings. He was much too busy taking piano lessons 
and studying to go to West Point, where he had been promised an 
appointment. But he had an ally in his aunt, Mrs. Joseph Tilford 
Noland, who lived directly across the street from the Gates Man- 
sion with her two daughters, Ethel and Nellie. Mrs. Noland often 
coached Bess and Harry in their higa-school Latin of an evening, 
though she did say she sometimes ended up by reading Caesar out 
loud all by herself. It was about this time that Ethel and Nellie be- 
came aware of the fact that their cousin Harry was really stuck on 
their friend Bess. The first clue they had was when Harry composed 
apiece for the piano, on which he had now become an accomplished 
performer. On a soft Missouri summer evening Bess Wallace 
was in the habit of coming out after 7 o'clock dinner to whistle to 
her chums who lived nearby on North Delaware Street and West 
Van Horn Road and invite them over for gossip and ice cream. 


Bess would whistle: “

saying solemnly, “Some day I’m going to marry Bess Wallace.” 

But Harry Truman couldn’t do much about it just then. He was 
turned down for West Point, his cousins recall, because of his eye- 
sight, and he had to leave Independence right after he and Bess grad- 
uated from high school in 1901 to try and earn a living in Kansas 
City. During the next five years, while Harry worked at a variety 
of jobs ranging from mail sorter on the Star to bank clerk, people in 
Independence saw little of him. Come to think of it, they say, it 
wasn’t until 1914, when he was 30 and Bess Wallace 29, that he 
started courting in earnest, driving the 30 miles from his family’s 
farm at Grandview in his new Stafford automobile and calling on 
Sundays at the Gates Mansion. 

People in Independence are always surprised when anyone asks 
them what Bess Wallace was doing al during those dozen years that 
Harry Truman was away. “Why,” says his cousin, Miss Nellie No- 
land, “Bess just stayed at home with her mother and her brothers 
and had herself a good time. In those days nice girls didn’t work. 
Besides, there was always something going on in Independence.” 

Which was certainly true enough, if you listen to the recollections 
of some of the oldtimers with long memories and leaf through back 
copies of the old Independence Examiner: 

In 1901 the Presbyterian Church split just about in half when it 
was discovered that the wife of the pastor was a divorced woman, 
In the ruckus the Wallaces went over to the Episcopal Church, 
whose dynamic preacher used to take Bess and his other young 
people on long walks and picnics. 

Bess was 18 when her father died. She took care of her mother 
after her youngest brother, Fred, was born a few months later, and 
took care of the baby after that, too. That was also the year that 
the Big Muddy chose to have one of its worst floods, and everyone 
drove out to Wayne City landing to see it swallow up the black 
farmland. Fortunately it never touched Independence. 

By 1905, when Bess was 20, little Fred was big enough and Mrs. 
Wallace well enough for her to take a postgraduate course at Miss 
Barstow’s fashionable finishing school in Kansas City. Bess com- 
muted to Kansas City, one hour each way, on the bright new green 
streetcars with shrill air whistles which had been bought from the 
St. Louis Exposition of the year before. As a day pupil at Miss Bar- 
stow’s, Bess Wallace stood well in her German and French but did 
even better in basketball and in the shot-put.

The year 1906 marked the beginning of what came to be known 
as the Swope-Hyde case, which involved the suspected but never 
proved murder of three members of the Swope family. It all hap- 
pened in Independence, and Independence still talks about it to- 
day just as much as it talks about the election of Harry Truman, 

Colonel Tom Swope was an eccentric bachelor millionaire, among 
whose many benefactions to the growing metropolis of Kansas City 
was Swope Park, In his later years the colonel came to live with his 
brother's widow, Mrs, Logan Swope, and her seven children in their 
brick Gothic castle on Independence’s Pleasant Street. In 1906 Mrs. 
Swope gave a reception for her oldest dauchter Frances, who had 
not long before married a doctor named Bennett Clark Hyde. It 
was the social event of the year in Independence. Bess Wallace, who 
was a great friend of Frances’ younger sister Lucy Lee, was there, 
her blond hair piled high in a pompadour with natural flowers on 
top. She danced just as well as she played basketball and tennis, 
and one of her most attentive partners was Lucy Lee’s older brother, 
Chrisman Swope. The Swope family loved to entertain, and Bess 
Wallace rarely missed a ball at the castle on Pleasant Street after 
that. People began to think of Chrisman Swope as one of Bess Wal- 
lace’s beaux. 

The trouble didn’t start until 1909, when Bess was 24. First, Colo- 
nel Tom Swope’s cousin and estate manager died, of what appeared 
to be a stroke of apoplexy. His physician was Dr. Hyde, the husband 
of Colonel Swope’s niece. Then Colonel Swope himself was sudden- 
ly stricken with the same fatal and sudden illness. He too had been 
attended by Dr. Hyde. The third victim was Bess Wallace’s beau, 
30-year-old Chrisman Swope, who quickly succumbed to a freak 
case of typhoid when there were no other known cases of typhoid 
in the vicinity. 

Dr. Hyde was indicted for murder, and a great deal of circumstan- 
tial evidence was produced in court to show that he had purchased 
enough cyanide and typhoid culture to wipe out the entire popula- 
tion of Independence, let alone the Swope family, which stood be- 
tween him and Colonel Swope’s fortune. Dr. Hyde was judged guil- 
ty at the first trial; an appeal resulted in a mistrial when a milkman 
on the jury, fretting against enforced confinement, jumped out of 
a window and went home; a third trial ended in acquittal. 


Beaux in Kansas City 


HILE the legal battles of the Hyde case dragged on and on, 
many of Bess’s friends got married, but she was not lonesome 
in Independence. She had beaux in Kansas City who took her to see 
Seven Keys to Baldpate and Otis Skinner in Kismet at the Shubert 
Theater and who sent her big bunches of violets and roses. Besides, 
she had started attending meetings of the Saturday Club, which 
was composed of serious-minded young women who met on Thurs- 
days (the name of the club was taken from Longfellow’s poetry 
roup) with Miss Matilda Brown and studied things like “France, 
fis Art, History and Literature.” But what Bess Wallace liked 
most of all to do at that time was to go for long hikes in the hills 
around Independence with her tawny greyhound and an old setter 
dog named Gyp. 

t was in 1914, when Bess was 29, that Harry Truman, as his cous- 
ins tell it, “returned the cake plate.” He had come to Independ- 
ence to visit his aunt. His two cousins, knowing how Harry used 
to feel about Bess, slyly suggested that he take back across North 
Delaware Street a china dish on which Mrs. Wallace had sent over 
some homemade butter cake with chocolate icing. Harry was gone 
for two hours. When he returned the Nolands were still sitting up, 
but all Harry would say, though his blue eyes held a triumphant 
gleam behind his spectacles, was, “Well, I saw her.” 

They became engaged a year before Harry Truman went over- 
seas in World War I. While he was gone, two of Bess’s brothers, 
Frank and George, married and built comfortable cottages on the 
broad lawn of the Gates Mansion. Grandfather Gates passed away 
in the house that he had built almost 55 years before and Bess Wal- 
lace joined a group of younger women who called themselves the 
1.W.W.s. The I.W.W.s all had fiancés overseas with the 129th Field 
Artillery, and the initials stood for Independence War Widows. 
They formed the nucleus of what was later to become the Tuesday 
Bridge Club. 

Tn May 1919 Captain Truman, now 35, came back to Independ- 
ence. Six weeks later Bess Wallace, at the age of 34, was the first 
L.W.W. to be married, at a quiet wedding in the Trinity Episcopal 
Church where she had sung alto in the choir. They made their home 
from the beginning with Mrs. Wallace and Grandmother Gates, 
who lived well into the ’20s. Independence Republicans—there are

ways lived in the Gates Mansion, Recently one of them was accost- 
ed by one of the increasing numbers of tourists and sightseers who 
ask to be shown Mr. Truman’s Independence home. The Repub- 
lican Missourian bowed in his most courtly fashion and replied, 
“Ma’am, I regret that I am unable to oblige you. I can, however, 
direct you to his mother-in-law’s house. Mr. Truman has no home 
in Independence 

This attitude is not shared by the President nor by most of the 
people of Independence, who stop him 15 times in a block to say, 
“Hi, Harry.” As for Mother-in-law Wallace, she has always been
